ACT  also 
sponsors  highly  popular  social  events  enjoyed  by  all  students. 
Some  examples  include  Club  Night,  this  year  held  at  the  Roxy 
in  Boston,  and  bi-weekly  Sports  Nights.  In  addition  ACT 
publishes  a  literary  magazine  each  year  entitled  V oices,  featur¬ 
ing  the  original  writing  and  artwork  of  students.

Holding  regular  meetings  every  other  week,  the  group  screens 
favorite  episodes  and  discusses  themes  among  the  show.  Past 
meetings  have  included  discussions  on  the  entertainment  indus¬ 
try,  Disney,  The  Kennedy  Family,  religion  and  government. 

However,  the  setting  is  very  informal  and  a  lot  of  fun.  Typically 
about  50  students  show  up  each  meeting  to  enjoy  a  study  break 
complete  with  snacks  and  watching  their  favorite  animated  series, 
followed  by  the  small  discussion.  "It's  a  lot  of  fun,  and  also  a  great 
way  to  get  away  from  homework  for  a  little  while,"  says  club  Co- 
President  and  Co-Founder  Josh  Belkin. 

In  addition  the  group  sponsors  special  events,  such  as  live 
screenings  of  the  season  premieres  and  finales  in  the  campus 
center.  These  events  have  drawn  very  large  crowds  in  the  past.  In 
the  future  group  leaders  hope  to  bring  speakers  to  campus,  as  well 
as  expand  their  programming. 

Founded  at  the  beginning  of  2001,  the  group  already  boasts  a 
membership  of  nearly  300  students,  and  large  name  recognition 
on  campus.  In  fact,  the  group  was  recently  voted  in  the  student 
newspaper,  The  Tufts  Daily,  reader's  poll  the  runner-up  for  best 
club  on  campus.

Until  that 
time  the  masses  of  the  club  will  helplessly  have  to  watch  hours  and  hours 
of  BBC  Shakespeare  productions,  as  well  as  everything  Kenneth  Branagh 
ever  has  created.
